Kingston is rich in 
historical 


events to draw upon for appropriate 
local celebrations aud we have no- 
ticed many of them, too many in fact, 
to mention in so brief a history as 
this must be. 
Therefore, we can 


touch upon the high lights only, for 
elaboration. 


The first time that Wlltwyck wa* 


called upon to do any work for the 
outside world was in 1S98. when the 
Spanish-American AVar took our Na- 
tional Guard Company for service. 
Then our chapter organized the re- 
lief work of the city and carried It on 
during the war, contributing |50 at 
once for the purchase of material to 
%ork with and giving much more at 


j all times during the war. Besides this 
' we supported two nurses at the front, 
gave $5.00 to the 1>. A. R. Hospital. 
Corps, $30 to the U. S. Hospitals and j 
J100 to I he National Society D. A. R. I 
War Fund. We also sent money and ' 
reading matter to the soldiers in the j 
Philippines aad Porto Rico, as well 
as many comfort bags to those in the 
hospitals. 


About this same time 1S98-99 we 


began to ofTfir $10 in prizes to the 
pupils of the public schools for the 
best essays on historical subjects; 
and these prizes have been 
offered 


Annually e\er since up to the World 
War. when we needed even that sum 
for war work. 


The second big thing that we did 


•WAS to start the City of Kingston 
Library by a big book reception called j 
at the city hall for the evening of] 
Lincoln's birthday, 
February 
12, 


1899. 
A bad blizzard necessitated 
the 


'postponement of the affair to Febru- 
ary 14, when we realized the sum of 
$200 and a large number of book*. 
A Library 
Association was soon 


formed and incorporated to whom we 
gave the money and books with 
•which the libary was begun. 


Perhaps our biggest achievement, 


and the consummation of Miss For-' 
syth's dreams, has been the purchase 
and restoration 
o* one of the old 


Dutch stone houses for which King- 
ston vras noted, but which are fart 
disappearing. 


On March 1. 1906. we bought the 


old Tap pen house at the Junction of 
Crown and Green atroet* 
and re- 


stored it to Us original *tat« ot 
cleanliness and order. It haa ladood 
taxed ail our resources to pay for 
this aad the mortgage upon It. 
we have done it and are now ia our 
own hone, free froai debt. 


Daring the world war wo did oar 


•hare. Firm we took chart* of all 
in* knitting ot th« city tor »v«ral 
months before the Red Cro*a took it 
over, and oar ladividaal 
record ia 


commendable.
